sanitarium is 
Denied Permit: 
Test Announced 


By Major C. S. Floyd, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce 

A dollar and a half will be the cost 
of the proposed park for Sierra Madre 
to the average taxpayer in our city 
the first year if the $30,000 bond issue 
carries at the election on Tuesday, 
January 30. 

The proposition of securing and de¬ 
veloping the Hail property at the 
southwest corner of Central and Here 
mosa avenues will soon be placed be¬ 
fore the voters of Sierra Madre. At 
this election the people of Sierra 
Madre will decide whether they want 
a park now or whether they will fol¬ 
low the old custom of wishing amf 
talking with no action and allow an¬ 
other available park site to pass into 
the public improvement discard. 

Value of Property 

The bond issue will be for $30,000, 
of which $18,000 will be for the pur¬ 
chase of the real estate and the bal¬ 
ance for complete immediate improve¬ 
ment. The above is the amount that 
the land may be purchased for under 
the option now held by the city. On 
the basis of adjacent property values 
the Central avenue frontage is worth 
$14,234, making the price per lot on 
the Marinosa avenue frontage $53 
From t> 


Denial of an application for a build¬ 
ing permit for the. Snyder Sanitarium 
project by the city trustees last night 
paved the way for an early test in 
court of the city ordinances under 
which the board acted. The vote was 
unanimous on the part of the four 
uustees present, Messrs Mitchell, 
Richards, Sparks and Topping. 

Application for the building permit 
was tiled by Attorney E. S. Richard¬ 
son in behalf of Messrs. Dean Perkins 
and George M. Anderson. It was re¬ 
ferred to tlje trustees by Building In¬ 
spector Udell under the section of the 
building ordinance covering businesses 
which are or may become a nuisance. 

The board refused the application 
on motion of Trustee Topping and 
framed by City Attorney Baker. The 
refusal was based on the ground that 
the proposed building was to be a unit 
of a hospital for the treatment of in¬ 
fectious or contagious diseases, which 
would be in violation of the old sani¬ 
tarium ordinance, and also on the 
ground that such a hospital might be¬ 
come a nuisance because of its prox¬ 
imity to the city reservoir from which 
water is taken for domestic purposes. 

Attorney Patterson informed the 
board that application would be made 
for a writ of mandate to compel is¬ 
suance of the permit. There was, no 
attempt to evade the issue on either 
side, but an evident desire on both 
sides to make a thorough test of the 
ordinances involved. 

City Attorney Baker was instructed 
by the board to undertake defense ot 
the city’s position when suit is 
brought in the court. It also was in¬ 
dicated that in event of a defeat for 
the city in the lower court, an appeal 
would he taken. 

Relief for Irrigators 

Application of several irrigators for 
a temporary reduction in rates for ir¬ 
rigating water was granted by cutting 
the rate in half. The reduction will 
apply only to gravity water so long 
as there is a surplus* flowing in the 
canyon. The application was present¬ 
ed by VV. J. Lawless and supported by 
Superintendent Henderson and Messrs 
Pegler, Ward, Keys and Steinbergcr. 

Hotel Project 

Plans for . a business block on the 
south side of Central . avenue, with 
stores on the ground floor and a 
thirty-room hotel planned for the sec¬ 
ond story were shown -to the board. 
Application was made for a building 
permit by Contractor Arthur T. Hesse 
in behalf of M. N.Putnam of Anaheim, 
owner of the property. The plans 
were referred back to Mr. Hesse for 
some alteration in some details when 
it was shown tncy did not conform, 
either to the city fire ordinance or the 
state laws governing such buildings. 
Inasmuch as the suggested change 
would add little or nothing to the ex¬ 
pense it was thought the changes 
would be made without objection.

Effect on Taxes 

The assessed valuation of all prop¬ 
erty in Sierra Madre increased 5 per 
cent from year before last to last 
year, and the increase in the past year 
was 15 per cent. With the wonderful 
building activities in the last calendar 
year it is reasonable to expect a like 
or even greater increase with the next 
assessment.

By the yielding of a small triangle 
of land by the Sierra Madre Hardware 
Co., and J. W. Strickland, the alley 
starting at the rear of the Sierra 
Madre Garage has been cut through 
to connect with the lower end of 
Montecito Court which was formerly 
a blind street. This will give access 
to the area in the rear of the stores 
from Montecito avenue, as well as 
from Windsor Lane, which will be of 
material benefit to those stores which 
have bulky freight shipments.

The 
future actual development oS the park 
would cost at least as much ril'd would 
be subject to the uncertainty of future 
additional bond issues with the attend¬ 
ant cost of other elections.

Second Floor Plans 

Negotiations are also under way to 
secure tenants for the second floor of 
the building. Plans are under con¬ 
sideration for the construction of 
quarters for use of the Masonic Lodge. 
The members have for some time felt 
the need of more room and a down 
town location. Af-er providing for the 
needs of the lodge there would still be 
room for firemen’s quarters over the 
engine room, as well as one or two 
office rooms at the front of thp build¬ 
ing which would add revenue and help 
with the financing of the building.

Every corporation, partnership, or 
any person who has paid anyone $1000 
or more for salary, interest, rent or 
other income during the calendar year 
1922 must make returns on those 
forms to the collector of internal rev¬ 
enue. 

Form 1099 is used for mnking re¬ 
turn for each individual to whom 
$1000 or more was paid and Form 
1086 is an annual information return 
containing a summary of the returns 
filed under Form 1099. 

Busiess men may obtain these forms 
by application to Collector Goodcell.

VENUS TO PASS 

BEHIND THE MOON 


Unusual Spectacles to be Seen in the 
Heavens Early Next 
Saturday 


if you arise early enough Saturday 
morning, January 13, you may see a 
rare spectacle in the eastern heavens. 
The planet Venus will pass behind the 
crescent moon, the event known as an 
occultation. Astronomers tell us it 
will be worth getting up to see. 

The planet Venus will be a resplend¬ 
ent object in the eastern sky before 
sunrise for some time to come. It 
will reach its greatest distance west 
of the sun on February 4, when it will 
rise about three hours before sunrise. 
After- that date its angular distance 
from the sun will decrease, but it will I 
continue to be visible in the east be [ 
fore sunrise until shortly before it 
comes into conjunction with the sun j 
on September 10. From that time on 
to the end of the year it will be in the 
western sky after sunset. 

Eclipses This Year 

Special interest also attaches to the I 
total eclipse of the sun which is sched- | 
uled for September- 10, visible in Cal¬ 
ifornia and Mexico. 

There will be in all four eclipses 
in 1923, two of the sun and two of the 
moon. A small partial eclipse of the 
moon will take place on March £ 
which will be visible in Europe, Africa 
the Atlantic ocean, South America 
North America, except in the ex¬ 
treme northwestern part. At greatest 
eclipse thirty-eight per cent of the 
moon’s diameter will be coveied by 
the earth’s shadow.

Planets for the Year 

Jupiter is now near the meridian at 
sunrise and Saturn is some distance 
to the west of Jupiter in Virgo. Sat¬ 
urn will remnin in the constellation 
Virgo throughout the year ami Jupiter 
will be in Libra until December when 
it will pass into Scorpio. Roth planets 
will be seen at their best in the spring 
when they come into opposition with 
the sun and will then he visible all 
night. Saturn will be in opposition on 
April 7 and Jupiter on May 5. They

on November 2: 
conjunction with the sun they will be 
seen in the east just before sunrise. 

Mars will not be seen to advantage 
in 1923. It is now receding from the 
earth and it on the far side of its 
orbit. It will come into conjunction 
with the sun on August 8. It may be 
seen lov- in the western sky during the 
winter and spring, but will be too 
close to the sun to be seen in the sum¬ 
mer and early fall. By November it 
will be visible in the east before sun¬ 
rise. 


Total Eclipse Visible Here 

The total eclipse of the sun that will 
occur on September 10 will bo visible 
in its partial phase over all of North 
America, Central and the northwest¬ 
ern part of South America. The path 
of total eclipse starts a little to the 
south of Kamchatka, at sunrise, 
crosses the Pacific to San Clements 
Island off the coast of California, 
touches California in the vicinity of 
San Diego and the Mexican bonier,

Loo k ins A head 

Most American cities are short 
sighted. The fact is so unive;sally 
recognized as to have become prover¬ 
bial. Most of them grow in accidental, 
haphazard fashion. This often creates 
conditions which are corrected later at 
great expense, under the pressure of 
public necessity. 

One instance of this sort of thing 
is the struggle of Los Angeles for 
railroad terminal facilities and for a 
civic center. Another example is the 
frequent necessity of providing fo> 
parks after a city has become so 
densely built up that the price of land 
is almost prohibitive. 

Sierra Madre is fortunate in one re¬ 
spect, as pointed out by Mr. Whitnall, 
the city planning expert. The develop 
ment of the business section has been 
along logical lines governed by high¬ 
way and traffic conditions. There is 
no probability that conditions will Ire 
altered so as to change the focal point 
of all traffic from the junction of 
Central and Baldwin. Thus the gen¬ 
eral relations of business and resi¬ 
dence districts are not liable to dis¬ 
turbance. 

Sierra Madre is just now facing the 
park question. Decision is required 
on a site which is now available. The 
Hart place is offered for sale and the 
city has an option running lonr 
enough for the voters to express them¬ 
selves to the polls on January 30. Th 
question deserves the careful consid 
erntion of every voter. 

The News believes that it would b 
short sighted and expensive in t 1 
long run to miss the present opportu 
ity. The property has an ideal loc: - 
tion for such a park as is conterhplat 
ed. It is almost a ready made park. 
No other possible site has such a tree 
growth, which could not be equalled 
in thirty years if the city were to ac¬ 
quire and develop a piece of bare 
ground. 

The park question should not be 
confused with the city hall matter. 
There is no relation between the two. 
It is not proposed to build a city hall 
at present on the park site or any¬ 
where else. Neither is it proposed to

property for city hall purposes. The 
proposed bond issue would evoer the 
expense of converting one of the 
buildings for public uses such as com¬ 
fort stations, with one or two rooms 
available for community purposes 
such as Roy Scout and ether organiza- !

While opinions differ on such matters, 
there seems to be a preponderance t- 
the effect that the price asked is roa i 
sonable.

NEW TIDE MOTOR 

PATENTS RECEIVED 

Henry Schaser of Sierra Madre has 
received letters patent on a tide motor 
which he believes avoids the weak 
points of the many devices heretofore i 
made to harness the energy of the j 
ocean waves. The machine consists of 
a float anchored away from shore, at- ! 
tached to a table lunning through a ; 
pulley secured to the bottom of the 
ocean. This cable operates a series i 
of reciprocating weights hung in tow¬ 
ers.

INAUGURAL MESSAGE 

OF THEGOVERNOR 


CORNHUSKERS 

PARTY AND DANCE 

Col. R. W. Richardson, president of 
the Nebraskans, is promising the best

Friend William Richardson was in¬ 
augurated governor of California on 
Tuesday. His message to the legis¬ 
lature is a model of brevity and di¬ 
rectness. Because of its bearing on 
many matters of great public interest 
it is worth ren f,: r:g a means of fol¬ 
lowing development of the new admin¬ 
istration’s policies. The address fol¬ 
low 1 :. 

To the Senate and Assembly of the 

State of Sahfornia: 

At the recent primary election there 
was one paramount issue before the 
people. At the general election there 
was presented the same issue. The 
people by their vote at these two elec¬ 
tions indicated that they want the 
state conducted on an economical, ef¬ 
ficient and businesslike basis, that 
they want to stop the orgy of extrava¬ 
gance which has prevailed during the 
past few years, ami that they want to 
put out of power the political ma¬ 
chine which has dominated the state 
government. The expressed will of 
the people must be carried out with¬ 
out weakening any of the humane, 
charitable, progressive or educational 
functions of the state government. 
Political House Cleaning Necessary 
In 1911 the people did a good job 
of political house cleaning. During 
the past few years another great 
political machine has come into power 
which lias cost the people millions of 
dollars. It will be necessary to first 
wreck this political machine before 
the state can be put on an economical 
basis and the government again hand¬ 
ed back to the people. 

Form of Government 
Economy in government is not en¬ 
tirely a matter of the form of govern¬ 
ment, but must depend primarily upon 
the spirit and purpose of the officers 
in control of state affairs. The state 
should improve its form of govern¬ 
ment by elimination of unnecessary 
boards and officers, by consolidation, 
and by doing away with overlapping 
functions. Two years ago this state 
combined certain offices into depart¬ 
ments, and the result lias shown that 
it is difficult to find supermen to head 
these departments, that not a single 
office has been eliminated and that the 
cost of the departments has increased 
rather than decreased. Efficiency 
and economy were not desired, hence 
were not secured. Primarily the peo¬ 
ple must depend upon the men in gov¬ 
ernment rather than upon form of 
government, but with men dedicatee! 
to good public service much can be 
done, and with an improved plan still 
more. 

Waste on State Highways 
The state highways are in a deplor¬ 
able condition. Millions of dollars of 
the people’s money have been squan¬ 
dered on roads which have proved a 
failure. The specifications under which 
the roads have been built have proved 
defective. The original four-inch ce¬ 
ment highways intended to bo perman¬ 
ent roads broke down in a very few 
years. The five-inch concrete high¬ 
ways have been nearly a total failure. 
The roads themselves and the Pitts¬ 
burg test show the state specifications 
defective. After several years of ex¬ 
perience the engineering department 
in charge of the highway work lias 
shown itself incapable of learning 
even through the experience of its 
blunders. The people who pay the 
bills will not soon forget those who 
fire responsible for this result. The 
task of constructing and maintain¬ 
ing these broken down highways will 
be a tremendous undertaking. 

Better and Fewer Laws 
Upon the legislature rests the grave 
responsibility of passing new laws and 
repealing old ones. The value of your 
work will depend upon the merit, and 
not upon the volume, of your work. 
IiOt us hope that the statute book of 
1923 will be the smallest in size in a 
score of years. 

Civil Service has proved its worth, 
and the defects complained of are 
mainly those of administration. Civil 
Service to be truly appreciated must 
be contrasted with the old spoils sys¬ 
tem. Civil service employes who be¬ 
come inefficient should bo promptly 
recommended for discharge, as the 
state should be protected as well as 
the employes. In the recent primary 
election the law against collecting 
political assessments from civil service 
employes was violated. This should 
he investigated and the offenders 
brought to justice. 

Enforcement of Volstead Act 
The people have indicated that they 
I want the Volstead Act enforced, and 
every peace officer in California 
should do his full duty. The rigid en¬ 
forcement of this law will result in 
normal benefit to the whole state, and 
will also save the cities, counties and 
; the state many thousands of dollars. 

' The Constitution of the nation and of 
j the state must he respected, and all 
good citizens, regardless of opinion, 
should unite in this worthy object. 

An Economy Budget 
'Some time during the present 
month an executive budget will be pre- 
| seated to you. This budget will rep- 
| resent the expressed will of the peo-1 


pie in the matter of state economy 
and will carry into effect the purpose 
of the budget amendment adopted at 
the recent election. 

Delays in Courts 

There is a demand for a more 
speedy trial of cases before the courts. 
The remedy seems to be in more activ¬ 
ity on lltc- parr of the judiciary arid 
less delay on the part of the attor¬ 
neys. As the state pays part of the 
salaries of the superior judges of the 
counties, the state has a right to in¬ 
sist upon efficient service and the res¬ 
ignation of those who become derelict 
or incompetent. The matter of simpli¬ 
fying court procedure should have 
your careful attention. 

Legislatures heretofore have suc¬ 
ceeded in a measure in limiting and 
controlling lobbying. While you are 
supreme in this matter, the executive 
can assist you in checking a form of 
lobbying which is objectionable, and 
that is the attempt of state employes 
and members of boards and commis¬ 
sions to exert undue influence upon 
the members of the Legislature. At 
the last session of the Legislature 
there were state employes who spent 
weeks in Sacramento at state expense 
trying to influence and seeking to in¬ 
timidate the members of the Legisla¬ 
ture. Political bosses drawing state 
salaries and on state expenses shocked 
the people of California by then- 
brazen action. Some of these bosses 
are now in the employ of the corpora¬ 
tions which they then opposed. If 
such employes are not needed in their 
various departments they should be 
removed from the pay roll. No state 
employe should come to Sacramento 
except upon the request of the Legis¬ 
lature, or some of its committees, or 
upon official business. Employes re¬ 
siding in Sacramento should assist the 
Legislature when called upon, but 
should not assume the role of lobbyist. 

Benefit of Accident Commission 

The Industrial Accident Commission 
has been a beneficial humane agency 
in safeguarding workmen and their 
families. This commission should be 
composed of strong, able, competent 
men who can and will do the great 
work placed in their charge. This 
commission must be protected and, if 
possible, put on a more efficient and 
systematic basis. In the buying of se¬ 
curities for investment for the com¬ 
pensation fund there should be a strict 
limit placed upon the character of the 
purchases so as to prevent speculation 
and the purchase of doubtful bond- 
and questionable stocks. 

Direct Primary Vindicated 

The value of the direct primary law 
was signally demonstrated in the pri¬ 
mary election when the great state 
political machine aided by most of the 
county politicians went down to de¬ 
feat. The machine politicians were 
united in their opposition to good gov¬ 
ernment, but the people by their votes 
showed they were tired of extrava¬ 
gance and boss rule. 

The education of the youth of the 
state is one of the most vital matters, 
and while California ranks high in ed¬ 
ucational standards, it should be our 
endeavor 10 have it rank still higher. 
Education should not be confined to 
book learning, but should embrace 
good morals, unselfish citizenship, 
manual training, thrift and loyalty to 
national ideals. The people are willing 
to contribute liberally to education be¬ 
cause it promotes better citizenship, 
but they are not willing to have their 
money squandered. The educational 
departments of the state should be 
placed on an economical and efficient 
basis, waste should be eliminated, and 
advocates of thrift should be placed in 
control. 

General Subjects Considered 

You will undoubtedly join me in 
support of every possible aid to farm¬ 
ers, good roads, fair dealing to labor, 
Oriental exclusion, justice to our war 
heroes and the protection of life and 
property. It is my purpose to remove 
from office the members of the pres¬ 
ent political machine, to substitute 
business for politics in state govern¬ 
ment, to abolish unnecessary offices 
and commissions, to restore efficiency 
to the various departments, to put 
highway construction in the hands of 
skilled road builders, to attend strictly 
to the business of my office, and, while 
meeting all the necessary needs of the 
state, to save the people many millions 
of dollars. Your co-operation and 
support will be of inestimable aid to 
me in my plan, and you undoubtedly 
realize that you are under the same 
obligations to the people and should 
be responsive to their wishes in as full 
a measure. 

Progressive and Humane Laws 

California should be kept in the 
foremost ranks of progressive states, 
all forward looking legislation must be 
cherished and every effort should be 
exercised to extend those humane 
functions of government which will 
help mankind in their struggles. 

This message is submitted to you in 
the confident hope that you will seri¬ 
ously consider the suggestions, and 
will give them expression in the legis¬ 
lation you may enact.
